THE RICHEST MAN IN W. VA 


HOW EX-SENATOR CAMDEN OF 
WEST VIRGINIA 1IKCAME RICH- 
The richest man in the 8tate of 
West Virginia, and one of the rich¬ 
est in the United States, is ex Sen¬ 
ator Johnson N.. Camden. His 
wealth is estimate 1 at lietween $8, 
000,000 and #1(1,000,000. 

It was in the year 1860 when oil 
was first discovered iu West Vir 
ginia. M r. Camden lia<La few acres 
of laud iu the Burning Springs dis 
trief, ab ou t »h i r tyt fa d es n orth—of- 
l’arkersburg. In this land Mr. 
Camden bored two wells. They 
were the second and third wells 
bon’d for oil, only one having been 
sunk a few weeks previous to them, 
and that one was only partially suc¬ 
cessful, so far as striking oil was 
concerned, and wholly so as regards 
profit, for its owner did not know 
what in the world to do with it. He 
was very much like the fellow with 
an elephant on Ids hands. 

’ The question of saving the oil 
and storing it, instead of letting it. 
ooze out and run off into the rivu¬ 
lets and streams, became one of 
gtnve concern. However, necessi-
